CANADIAN NAVY 
REGARDED AS JOKE 


Chicago, Nov. 25.—"The very ale. of 
Chicago teems with criminal sugges¬ 
tions. That Is wny Mrs. Evelyn Ro- 
madka became a criminal.” 

The foregoing Is the startling opin¬ 
ion of Dr. Alexander Gustafsen. the 
physician appointed by the American 
Institute for Scientific Research to in¬ 
vestigate the case of the Milwaukee 
society woman who was convicted as 
the accomplice of Henry Jones, a negro 
burglar, and sent to the penitentiary 
on an Indeterminate sentence. Dr. 
Gustafsen says: 

"Mrs. Romadka is a delicate, refined 
soul, whose contact with the world has 
been obstructed by the impairment of 
her nervous system, the only means 
the soul has to glude It. Her nervous 
derangement since the birth of her 
child, a beautiful glTl Infant, has ren¬ 
dered her a victim of demonianism. 

"She Is obessed, being entirely under 
the control of the Ethiopian spirit. She 
evinces this In her desire for the com¬ 
panionship of the negroes. 8he be¬ 
lieves every negro with whom she 
comes In contact Is her master spirit. 

"She keeps a little black girl of in¬ 
credible ugliness about her as a 
'charm' against evil, or perhaps an In¬ 
terpreter. That accounts for her fall¬ 
ing under the influence of the negro 
burglar, ft was probably the sugges¬ 
tion of detectives which caused her to 
confess her supposed many crimes. 

"When I was in London during the 
awful Jack the Ripper murders the 
concentration of many eyes upon me 
In a police station where I went out 
of curiosity and the thought in the 
minds of the detectives that I might 
be the murderer caused me to throw 
my hands to my head In horror and 
scream out. ‘My God. can I be guilty 
of those awful murders’’ That con¬ 
vinced me of the power of suggestion."

Last night on the discussion of the 
public morals amendment, the Mayor 
and aldermen became reminiscent and 
recalled "what they saw at the fair."

Gleason wag prepared to move that in¬ 
decent and Immoral exhibitions be al¬ 
lowed as set forth In subsection C of 
Aid. Fell’s amendment. He wanted to 
know further If his -Worship was really 
the one who suggested this move, as in 
the past. 

It was suggested that as a majority 
of the committee of management was 
composed of members of the council no 
danger should be expected as to the 
conduct of the fair. 

Aid. Fell said that this year the com¬ 
mittee of management was similarly 
constituted, yet he had seen worse 
things at the fair grounds this year 
than he ever saw before. There were 
boxes for drunken women under the 
grand stand. He had seen It himself. 

His Worship wanted to know If Aid. 
Fell reported this to the management. 

Aid. Fell said Ae did not, because he 
was not a member of the committee. 

His Worship said he Wag surprised 
that Aid. Fell had said nothing at this 
time, but kept It until now to spring. 

Aid. Henderson contended that the 
affairs of the exhibition were well con¬ 
ducted, and everything was done to 
prevent anything objectionable. 

His Worship thought Aid. Fell was 
very Remiss in not calling attention to 
what he saw at the time. Aid. Fell, he 
said, preferred another course. “You 
went nosing Into a lady’s toilet.” 

Aid. Fell retorted that his Worship, 
as a member of the committee, was re¬ 
sponsible for the abuses. 

Further, his Worship said that there 
was only the word of. AM. Fell, which 
In view of what had passed he would 
not be prepared to take. 

"Thank you," said Aid. Fell, adding 
that he had had the statement of the 
Mayor during the past year, when ask¬ 
ed what was to be done In tbe matter 
of a pool, that the matter had not been 
dealt with. Four months before the 
Mayor made that statement to him. 
Aid. Fell said that he had seen the 
icontracts signed by the Mayor for the 
privileges. The Mayor In the face of 
this said that the matter had not been 
considered. „ 

His Worship said that he told the 
facts as they were at the time. He 
could not recall the circumstances. 

Aid. Ross wanted to know why the 
members of the committee did not look 
after these matters. 

Aid. Hall said that the sale of liquor 
on the grounds this year would not 
have been possible had an application 
not been made to the legislature to 
have the act amended to allow It He 
would favor the added subsection. 

Aid. Meston thought thq allowing of 
liquor was the whole trouble. With that 
cut out there would be little trouble In 
controlling the situation. The lotting 
of the privileges -by the committee 
should be attended with proper regula¬ 
tions. 

After considerable discussion relative 
to the conduct of the fair and as to 
who had had the honor of stopping 
Egypt’s dancing exhibition, the com¬ 
mittee proceeded to business. 

Aid. Hanna said that unfortunately 
he had not been at the exhibition this 
year and missed all the fun.

The little steamer Chieftain, docked 
In' Victoria harbor on Friday night, 
after an adventurous passage from Es¬ 
sington, a voyage of 600 miles. 

To one unfamiliar with the northern 
coast this trip In November would be 
hazardous for the Pacific ocean fitfully; 
develops some dangerous display of 
temper along the course, and sea-going 
vessels find the Journey bad enough in 
season. And for a little craft like the 
Chieftan there was nothing for it but to 
dodge from threatening weather Into 
shelter, and this means that her pilots 
must know every nook and cranny 
that such a boat can hide In along the 
coast. 

The Chieftan had occasion on the 
down t^Jp to fly for shelter on several 
occasions. And there were men aboard 
for whom the coast Intricacies ei 
shoreline had no baffling mysteries even 
by night, for R. G. Cunningham, her 
owner, has been qa,gigatlng the pas¬ 
sage between Victoria and Essington 
for tbe last 40 years. 

Mr. Cunningham did not mention the 
cruise of the Chieftan as worthy of 
note In seamanship. But he did com¬ 
ment upon the contrast which his own 
experience permitted between the voy¬ 
age from Essington. as it was forty 
years ago. and as it is to-day. Mari¬ 
time British Columbia’s acquaintance 
with the shipping trade was then very 
remote. Vancouver was unknown, and 
the call had not yet come from the 
northern country for ships and men to 
ass|st Its awakening. Settlements were 
few along the shore line. Even to-day 
the stranger's eye Is moistened by the 
expanse of wild that threads the pro¬ 
vince’s Pacific shore line, and the 
mighty mountainous background In 
which It ls'set. 

But to Mr. Cunningham the wooded 
shores and snow-clad peaks, which are 
blended In such magic and mighty com¬ 
binations along the coast, are as the 
architectural vestments of the Strand 
to a Cockney, or the sky scrApers of 
Haarlem to a citizen of the American 
metropolis. For Mr. Cunningham waa 
born on the northern coast of British 
Columbia, and its rough and untamed 
grandeurs are.his earliest associations 
of home. 

Mr. Cunningham credits the Domin¬ 
ion government with a splendid 
achievement along the northern coast 
In the last few years. When he first 
navigated from Essington the only 
beacon of civilization to assist the pas¬ 
sage was the lighthouse at Nanaimo. 
To-day the coast is studded with a 
splendid system of lights, and five gas 
buoys are generously employed In the 
most dangerous channels. 

The Chieftan passed Swanson’s bay 
at night, and, said Mr. Cunningham, 
It was a sight. The little settlement 
was ablaze with electric light, and 
showed up on the black shore line as 
a promise of growing development. At 
this point the Canadian’Pacific Pulp 
Company fere putting In a big plant, 
and building operations are being 
pushed ahead night and day. 

The past season on the Skeena has 
been good. The salmon catch was ap¬ 
parently satisfactory to fishermen and 
canners, and there is lots of money In 
circulation. Business on the river was 
retarded somewhat by unfortunate 
mishaps to the transportation service. 
For next season, Mr. Cunningham says, 
the prospects are very good. 

Mr. Cunningham went to Vancouver 
last night, where he will engage some 
logging outfits for operations In the 
north. 


There is every Indication to suggest 
that the whaling operations In the in¬ 
land waters of the Straits of Georgia 
will prove In every measure as suc¬ 
cessful as those which havei already 
achieved a record in the Industry in 
the off shore hunting from the sta¬ 
tions of Sechsrt and Kyuquot 8ound. 
Last week saw the opening of opera¬ 
tions from Page’s Lagoon and by 
. Saturday no fewer than twelve hump¬ 
backs had been taken. The mammals 
were captured hard by the shore, and 
the work of towing them to the sta¬ 
tion was accomplished with little dif¬ 
ficulty. • 

There is only one feature about the 
Inland waters hunting Which differs 
from that carried on along the West 
Coast. That Is the fact that all the 
mammals captured are. and are likely 
to be. of the humpback species. It is 
seldom that the huge sulphur bottoms 
have been known to venture close to 
land In these latitudes They are 
mostly captured at a distance of from 
fifteen to fifty miles off shore. This 
feature might at first suggest that the 
returns will be momentarily less, but 
when <he fact Is taken into considera¬ 
tion that from Page’s Lagoon the 
whales are being captured compara¬ 
tively close Into shore, and that v 
therefore, a much larger quantity can 
be handled. It will be seen that the 
hunting Is certain to prove every bit 
as profitable as It did on the West 
Coast during the summer season this 
year. 

The success which has attended the 
Pacific Whaling Company has. as be¬ 
fore pointed out In these columns, 
surpassed all records in the annals of 
the Industry, and that this success will 
now be continuous through summer 
and winter for some years to come Is 
established by the first week’s success 
at Page’s Lqgonn. From this station 
the whaler fit. Lawrence is now oper¬ 
ating while her sister ship the Orion 
Is In port. The latter vessel will not 
remain idle during the winter, but will 
be available for the purpose of aiding 
any vessels which may be in distress 
off the West Coast. 

A computation of the success which 
has attended the whalers during the 
present year make* Interesting read¬ 
ing. It Is estimated that close upon 
500 of the mammals have been cap¬ 
tured. some fifty of which have been 
sulphur bottoms, which as Is gener¬ 
ally known are three times as valuable 
as a humpback. It is difficult until the. 
yearly statement of the company Is 
published to put a value on these 500 
whales. Allowing for all contingencies, 
however. It may be told that the re¬ 
turns will be somewhere in the neigh¬ 
borhood of $600,000. 

In conjunction with the above fig¬ 
ures the Pacific Whaling Company has 
ylven throughout the season continuous 
employment to upwards of 200 men. 
Close up to 100 arc now engaged at 
Page’s Lagoon, while many others are 
looking after the West Coast stations 
which have been closed down for the 
winter months. 

With regard to Page’s Lagoon It Is 
expected that hunting will be possible 
throughout the winter. Even in the 
worst weather the waters of the 
straits of Georgia are never too rough 
for whaling. A plant of the most up- 
to-date description Is In operation at 
Page's Lagoon, and the returns last 
week would indicate that another rec¬ 
ord Is coming to the local company as 
whaling during winter months has, no 
matter In what part of the world, 
nltherto proved comparatively unsuc-

New York Times Thinks the Monroe

The New York Times says: "The 
British Columbia Navy League has 
asked the Dominion government to pe¬ 
tition the Imperial government for six 
warships to be maintained by the Do¬ 
minion on the Pacific coast, and form 
a nucleus of the Canadian navy. Six 
Dreadnoughts would be a nucleus, re¬ 
spectable from the naval point of view 
and worthy of the Dominion, but six 
ships not worthy to .sail in the line 
would be both expensive and useless. 

"Is It possible that Canada is wor¬ 
ried by our naval establishment? If 
so. Is It possible that Canada imagines 
that It could possibly maintain a navy 
such as the Mother Country would be 
compelled to supply in the Incredible 
contingency of necessity for protec¬ 
tion against purselves? Or is Japan 
the enemy against which Canada’s ten¬ 
der conscience suggests the need of 
defence? But what would half a dozen 
thin-skinned cruisers and destroyers do 
against the fleet which sunk Rojest- 
vensky’s? 

"The fact is. the Mother Country set 
Canada a better example when she 
dismantled the Imperial forts and naval 
stations on this side of the Atlantic. 
England recognized that the Monroe 
doctrine Is better protection for Can¬ 
ada than any navy, her own or even 
the Imperial. England's loyal course 
put us on our good behavior, but Can¬ 
ada’s proposition is adapted to be a 
pin prick, unless regarded as a good 
joke.' With an undefended and Inde¬ 
fensible border, Canada's conquest is 
easy without any naval assistance, and 
despite any naval resistance, but this 
Is a contingency beyond contemplation. 
Our navy is very, much at Canada’s 
service for nothing and we dislike to 
have any portion of its cost Increased 
by the necessity of a detail to observe 
Canada’s navy. In short, the Idea of 
the entering wedge of militarism on 
this continent Is objectionable, but we 
would rather smile at Canada's navy 
than treat It seriously.” 


LOGGER VICTIM OF

Cruiser Weil Known in Victoria 
Only Vessel to Brave Terrible 
Hurricane at Samoa 


Plans Are Being Prepared for Erect¬ 
ion of a Residence on 
the Estate. 


Imperial Government Suggests That 
This Method Might Reduce 
Influx from India. 


London. Nov. 8.—The obselete 
cruiser Calliope, of Samoa hurricane 
fame. Is to be saved the indignity of 
the knacker’s yard. The cruiser Is to 
be taken from the Mother Bank, where 
she has been moored since the ques¬ 
tionable weeding out process was In¬ 
augurated by the Admiralty, and sent 
to Newcastle-on-Tyne. where she will 
be utilized as a drill ship for the local 
royal naval volunteers. It will save 
the cruiser from being auctioned out 
of tbe service, and broken up by for¬ 
eigners. 

The Calliope. It may be recalled, was 
on the Pacific station In 1889, under 
the command of Captain Kane, and 
was despatched to Apia. Samoa, in 
connection with the troubles In those 
islands. Whilst in Apia harbor, a ter¬ 
rible hurricane swept down and al¬ 
most destroyed the German and Unit¬ 
ed States warships. The Calliope, 
nnder her brave Irish sklppeT, put to 
eaa In the face of the hurricane, and 
by the courage and skill of her officers 
and crew she went safely through the 
awful ordeal. 


Hon. James Dunsmuir has purchased 
Hatley Park, on Esqulmalt Lagoon, 
and will fit It up as his private home.

The new estate purchased by His 
Honor lends itself admirably to the 
purposes to which It Is now to be de¬ 
voted.- It Is situated on the lagoon on 
Esqulmalt harbor, and Is convenient to 
the proposed ferry which is contemplat¬ 
ed to ply across the harbor. 

It has a frontage on the lagoon with 
a gentle slope to the water. It former¬ 
ly belonged to G. R. W. Stuart, who 
had his residence there. The home was 
burn a few years ago. and has never 
been replaced. The property comprises 
about 260 acres, a large part of it 
lending Itself admirably to landscape 
gardening. About $0 acres are cleared. 
The property Is well supplied with 
water, possessing an unfailing spring 
which was used to supply the ships of 
the navy In former years. This sup¬ 
plied also the household, no pumping 
being required.

“This Is my first visit to your city, 
In fact my first visit to Canada, andll 
regret very much that my arrange¬ 
ments have only permitted me to stay 
a short time In Victoria,” said John 
Denny, a member of the famous Scotch 
shipbuilding firm which bears his name, 
to a Times reporter to-day. 

Mr. Denny, accompanied by his 


Maghnla, Algeria, Nov. 2 B.-Ten 
thousand of the fiercest Benia Nassen 
tribesmen swooped doWn on the French 
camp yesterday, and were beaten off 
with a loss of 1.200 killed. Tho fight¬ 
ing continued for a long time, and was 
conducted on the part of the tribes¬ 
men apparently with total disregard 
for their lives. At one time the French 
Infantry was In danger of being sur¬ 
rounded, but It finally disengaged It¬ 
self from its perilous position by a 
most brilliant charge of the Spahis. 
The rout of the Arabs was completed 
by vigorous shelling by the artillery. 
The French loss was eight killed. 

The Arabs were not discouraged by 
this repulse, but reformed their forces, 
and In addition directed their forces to 
rousing other tribes. The lighting was 
resumed to-day and the booming of 
cannon could be heard throughout the 
afternoon. 

During tho pureuR of the enemy the 
Spahis were drawn Into an ambush, 
and Lieutenant Rose, who was riding 
In front, fell, riddled with bullets, but 
the troopers rallied and threw them¬ 
selves upon the Arabs in ambush, cut¬ 
ting them to pieces. The French forces 
followed up their advantage and, 
scouring the country, killed many of 
the fugitives. The artillery bombarded 
the mountain slopes where the re¬ 
mainder of the tribesmen had taken 
refuge.

Mr. Denny Is on a tour of the world, 
and will proceed from Japan to India, 
where he Is connected with two large 
steamship companies owning several 
hundred coast-wise vessels. From 
India he will go to New Zealand, where 
he will Interview the officials of the 
Union Steamship Company with which 
he Is connected. Mr. Denny's firm ha* 
built two turbine steamships for this 
company, which operates the Cana- 
dian-Australlan line. They are the 
Maheno, a vessel that has been seen 
twice at Victoria, and the Maori. He 
expects to return to Scotland by next 
May or June. 

"After crossing this wonderful Do¬ 
minion I feel that I delayed my visit 
to Canada too long,” said Mr. Denny. 
“I landed at Quebec on November 2nd 
and then went to Nova Scotia, where 
I have several Interests, being a direc¬ 
tor of the Dominion Atlantic railway, 
running from Halifax to Yarmouth. My 
trip through the north of Ontario and 
the prairies I considered almost In the 
light of a revelation, but the Rockies 
more than over-shadowed all that came 
before them. I stayed over at Banff, 
an experience that I will not readily 
forget, and then came on to Vancouver, 
arriving on Saturday afternoon. It 
rained all the time I was in Vancou¬ 
ver.” Mr. Denny added, almost regret¬ 
fully. 

Speaking of his firm’s present opera¬ 
tions. Mr. Denny said that another 
turbine steamship, a slater vessel to 
the Hli*afu Maru, was under construc¬ 
tion. It will be delivered at an early 
date. The firm has its shipbuilding 
yard* on the river Leven. the outlet to 
Lock Lomond, a tributary of the Clyde, 
and at present turbine steamships are 
being almost solely constructed. The 
firm has a large number of torpedo- ' 
boats and destroyers under construc¬ 
tion for the British government. 

“We Intend to deepen the river and 
within two years we will be able to 
turn out vessels up to seven hundred 
feet long. At present we cannot build 
very large vessels and our expansion 
comes as the result of the wonderful 
srrldes that have been made of recent 
years In the matter of steamship con¬ 
struction.

Applicants for lodgings at the 
Victoria police stations are not very 
numerous as yet, but, there have- been 
applications. Indicating that whatever 
the conditions may have been a short 
tfme<ago, they are quite different now. 
Again opinions are at variance a a to 
the cause of the change of circum¬ 
stances. Some say It Is due to the 
dose of the season with the advent of 
winter In the Northwest—that work¬ 
ingmen. having heard of the great de¬ 
mand for labor In British Columbia, 
are flocking to the coast In the hope 
of securing remunerative employment. 
Others ascribe the Influx to the clos¬ 
ing down of many important Industries 
in the United States as a result of the 
financial panic and the scarcity of 
apltal for the prosecution of busi¬ 
ness. Possibly all the Influences enum¬ 
erated have had something to do with 
the remarkable change noted. It Is 
ertain, In any event, that there can j 
be no cause of complaint about a short¬ 
age Of labor at the present time. Vic¬ 
toria has not yet been affected to the 
same extent as neighboring cities by 
the suddenly developed stagnation. 
If the great works contemplated by the 
C. P. R. for the development of the 
island were only In the stage of ad¬ 
vancement which would admit of Im¬ 
mediate prosecution, the probability la 
that we should not be compelled to 
bow our heads in the slightest degree 
to the trifling economic storm whloh 
seems to be impending. From the 
point of view of the company and 
from the point of view of the laborfng 
man this would seem to be the time to 
push the railway extension enterprises 
ahead at full steam. If the city coun¬ 
cil can -do anything to hasten the 
commencement of the works In 
contemplation, there Is a plain duty 
before Its members. If the Board 
of Tfad* or any other public body 
has any influence, such Influence 
might also be discreetly exercised at 
the present time. 

NIPPING A PANIC. 

It la well that the people of Canada 
should appreciate the fact that In Mr. 
Ffekftng they have the greatest finance 
minister the country has ever had. No 
matter how difficult the problem or 
how startling the Innovation. Mr. 
Fielding's department will grapple 
with it, and invariably with success. 
Here ts how he met tjhe crop-moving 
problem ef the Northwest two weeks 
ago: 

There Is a hot inconsiderable quan¬ 
tity of bad wheat In Western Canada. 
A goodly proportion Is what Is known 
as feed wheat This, although of 
MRMWhst Inferior ««*Hty, 1*. »* 1. 
known, marketable and, If It can be 
tranaported cheaply abd eold without 
beln« held ton Ion* at the elevator* or 
ciaewhere. yMda ' profit. to all con¬ 
cerned. Thle portion of the crop le ob- 
vlously an Important and remunerative 


factor In the farmer's annual money¬ 
making period. No. 1 hard wheat can 
well begr the expense of all-rail trans¬ 
portation and can wait without undue 
inconvenience until the close of naviga¬ 
tion, . ' 

The farmers have looked to the 
banks to finance the entire movement 
The banka responded to this appeal 
and apparently gave aid to the limit 
which constitutes safe and sound bank¬ 
ing. But In view of the lengthy period 
of money scarcity which has prevailed 
throughout the world, the assistance of 
banks has, it seems, not been suf¬ 
ficient. Tbs situation was aggravated 
by the fact that the time for th* 
movement, before the olose of naviga¬ 
tion. was extremely short. To further 
complicate matters, the speculators 
were complaining bitterly that the 
banks would not finance their opera¬ 
tions. t ; 

It was at this Juncture that Mr. 
Fielding, on behalf of the Dominion 
government, stepped in. Here Is how 
he answered the appeal of the people 
of the Northwest for help In this grave 
situation: 

"The matter,” he said, "Is represent¬ 
ed to us as one of extreme gragtty;' in¬ 
deed, this Is generally admitted. We 
have received deputations and tele¬ 
grams from Winnipeg urging upon us 
the seriousness of the matter. There 
Is. undoubtedly, a dials. The adapta¬ 
bility of the Canadian is proverbial. It 
Is the duty of the Canadian handy¬ 
man to grapple with the problem." 
Later Mr. Fielding said: 

"We can assure the farmers of the 
West that they need not hav* any 
unxiety. There are from twenty to 
twenty-five millions of bushels of feed 
wheal In Western Canada. There are 
thirty days in which to ship this down 
the lakes. Unless this Is moved with¬ 
in that time, the farmers will not 
have, in exchange, good hard cash. 
The situation Is one of gravity and the 
government have adopted certain 
methods by which they Relieve that 
what would otherwise be a crisis, will 
be averted. Details of the govern¬ 
ment’s action wlU be given in due 
course, but for many reasons I do not 
deem It advisable to state at present 
what that action is. Some may say 
that the grain trade should stand 
upon its own base, but this Is not 
reasonable. The grain trade In Can¬ 
ada stands In an entirely different po¬ 
sition- to any other business or Indus¬ 
try. If the farmer cannot market his 
crop .the storekeeper cannot be paid; 
he. in turn, cannot pay thj> Winnipeg 
wholesale merchant and the merchant 
cannot pay the eastern manufacturer 
and the latter cannot employ work- 
1 ors. and so It goes."

MR. HILL. CANADA AND THE 
PANIC. 

James J. HJU has once again as¬ 
sumed the prophetic role. It will be 
| remembered that the Great Northern 
seer some time ago predicted with 
more or less clearness the condition 
of affairs which prevails in the United 
States to-day. He said the attacks 
from high places upon railways and 
other large corporations must produce 
certain effects. The effects have been 
produced. He said railway develop¬ 
ment was absolutely necessary for the 
industrial progress of the country. It 
Is quite sure now. Mr. Hill avers, that 
capital cannot be procured, and 
will not be available for some time to 
come—not until the public mind has 
been tranqulllzed—for the prosecution 
of the works required. The result ntust 
be Industrial stagnation. That Is. 
there cannot be a business revival un¬ 
til sensitive capital Is assured against 
further unreasonable attacks upon; 
legitimate Investments. 

In the present Instance the evils com¬ 
plained of by Mr. Hill—that is. attacks 
upon Industry by men In control of the 
federal administration—have been ac¬ 
centuated by a flank movement from 
another source. Labor, »ed by Mr. 
Samuel Gompers, has proclaimed Its 
bitter hostility to capitalistic opera¬ 
tion of coal lines, railways, manufac¬ 
tories and kindred institutions in which 
the progress and prosperity of the 
United States are Intimately bound up. 

A contemporary sees in this far from 
promising condition of affairs the 
germs of a revolution of some kind— 
whether political or Industrial It does 
not say. There will not be a revolu¬ 
tion of any kind. There will be a per¬ 
iod of comparative stagnation, whether 
temporary or prolonged depends en¬ 
tirely upon the capacity of the people 
of the republic to endure the conse¬ 
quences of lack of confidence In exist¬ 
ing institutions. 

In the meantime the Interesting fea¬ 
ture of the situation to Canadians Is 
the possible effect of the conflict upon 
business In this country. That wo 
shall feel the effect to some extent 
cannot be gainsaid. We have felt the 
consequence already in a large influx 
of labor. This Is more true of the East 
than It Is of the West, Men Ir search 
of employment are pouring Into Toron¬ 
to. Montreal and other large cities of 
the East. Another feature of the panic 
has been noted In a transfer of money 
—In Individual cases Involving Insignifi¬ 
cant amounts, In the aggregate poaalbly 
amounting to sums of considerable 
proportions—to Canadian banks. One 
woman went all the way from Chicago 
td London, Ont., for the purpose of 
depositing four thousand dollars, the 
savings of a lifetime. In a financial In¬ 
stitution In which she had confidence. 
Then the prospects are that railway 
construction in this country will not be 
retarded, but accelerated, by the tem- 
f erary lull in business of the same kind 
on the other side of the 11m. Plenty 
of lah.r will be available for the con¬ 
struction of the Orqnd Trunk Pacific ■- 


and for ihe prosecution of the exten- 
I rions of the C. P. R. and the C. N. R. 
| Ic is therefore fair to assume that' our 
I i x|*erlence will be mixed, but that on 
! ihe whole the good effects will more 
than counterbalance the evil. Tn any 
case, we prefer to take an optimistic 
view of the situation. 

Jar es J. Hill says the federal gov¬ 
ernment of the United 8tates, having 
turned the wrath of the people agalniff 
the railways, will now be compelled to 
undo the evil It has done by lending 
Its credit to the railways. Otherwise 
the oonsi-quences will be serloup for 
the country. If the end of the panic be 
dependent upon such a thing, the panic 
mqat endure for a considerable time. 
No candidate for the presidency will 
have the courage to propose such a 
thing in the present state of the public 
mind. President Roosevelt might do 
It If he were Indifferent to the future 
of the Republican party. 

If Congress removes the duty on pulp 
wood It will establish a record. The 
business of Congress hitherto has been 
principally to Increase duties. If It 
takes any other course we shall have a 
fine tribute to the power of the press. 
The newspapers of the United States 
want cheaper paper, but most of them 
do not want paper manufactured in 
Canada. It would be contrary to the 
principles of the Republican party to 
give the consumers of the United 
States the benefit of cheap goods if 
such goods were manufactured In a 
foreign country. The policy of the Re¬ 
publican party has long been to admit 
raw mqt^rlals and have them manu¬ 
factured Into finished articles at home. 
But Canada also desires to turn her 
natural products, of which pulp wood 
Is not the leaHt. to the best possible 
account. It has become evident of re¬ 
cent years that at the rate of con¬ 
sumption now maintained the available 
supply of pulp wood on this continent 
must soon be exhausted. Canada must 
take steps to conserve her resources of 
this product. This could be accom¬ 
plished In two ways: by restricting ex¬ 
port and by Insisting upon the manu¬ 
facture of paper at horns. The latter 
course will certainly be adopted before 
very long. Our neighbors understand 
what we have In view, and if they con¬ 
sent to the removal of duty upon pulp 
wood, the abolition of the duty will 
undoubtedly be accompanied by some 
provision designed to affect the manu¬ 
facture of paper In this country. Fu¬ 
ture developments will be interesting 
on that account. The great dallies of 
ihe United 8tates are very influential. 
There will be a noble contest between 
them and the paper manufacturers. 

• • • 

Did some one suggest that the city 
council of Victoria uras not In full ac¬ 
cord with the spirit of the times? Ala¬ 
bama has gone “dry." The Prohibition 
leaders are pointing exultlngly to the 
fact that except in Maryland and Dela¬ 
ware the sale of liquor south of the 
Mason and Dixon line Is confined to 
the large cities and towns, and In near¬ 
ly all of these It Is prohibited or regu¬ 
lated by law. Even Kentucky, famed 
for Its Bourbon. Is “dry" in more than 
90 per cent, of Its territory. Decisive 
anti-saloon victories are now looked 
for In Maryland. The arid area spreads 
northward. Northerners have long 
gibed their Southern cousins about 
their enomfous thirsts. Is this their 
retort?

Water Commissioner Raymur I s 
right In asking that the positions of 
municipal auditor and municipal water 
commissioner shall be separated. There 
must be sufficient work in connection 
with the administration of the water 
works department of theJcl|£. Vic¬ 
toria to take up the undivided atten¬ 
tion of one head and that head should 
be on the shoulders of a thoroughly 
qualified man. The duties of the of¬ 
fice, It must also be remembered, are 
going to Increase with great rapidity 
from this time forward. Mr. Raymur’* 
advice la good and should be accepted.

Seattle bank managers are said to 
"have It In for" the people who with¬ 
drew their money from the banks and 
are hoarding It up against a possible 
run. It Is said tin.- managers will re¬ 
fuse to accept such funds on deposit. 
The probability la that the managers 
will not examine too closely Into the 
origin of any funds offered for deposit. 
They would be only too glad to have 
the era of the clearing-house cer¬ 
tificates which are now doing duty as 
currency brought to a end.

SAY MRS. BRADLEY I 
WAS INSANE 

Two Distinguished Alienists Testify 
in Brown Murder Triol-Defence 
Competed To-Day. 


Washington, Nov. 26.—Two distinguish¬ 
ed alienists testified to-day that Mrs. 
Annie M. Bradh-v was Insane when she 
killed former B«t-utor Brown. Both ex¬ 
perts have national reputations and have 
figured In prominent trials of widespread 
importance. They are Dr. Charles Hill, 
of Baltimore, professor of nervous and 
mental diseases in the Baltimore Medical 
College, and Dr. Brlttan D. Evans, of 
New York, a member of the board of di¬ 
rectors in the New Jersey hospital for the 
Insane. Dr. Evans wag one of th-« ex- | 
pens In the Thaw case. Both were Very j 
positive that Mrs. Bradley could not dis¬ 
tinguish between right and wrong. 

Dr. Evans was severe In characterising 
the conduct of Senator Brown In per¬ 
forming criminal operations on the de¬ 
fendant. which brought the admonition 
from the court in the form of a sugges¬ 
tion that 8enator Brown was not on trig! 
and could not defend himself, and his 
name was to be used only when absolutely 
necessary to show his domination over tho 
defendant. The defence finished Its testi¬ 
mony this morning.

"slashed" with his surgeon knife, the 
habitue of the theatre. He described 
the theatre and the cards as "twin 
devils, born In hell, and brought up to 
earth to lead people astray." The 
stage was "hell gilded over," The 
modern theatre was Injurious to home 
life, to the moral life and to the spirit¬ 
ual life.. TertUllian. St. Augustine. 
Plato. MacTauley. Allison, Wilberforce. 
Crtopwel), Channlng, Spurgeon,. Joseph 
CooK McCready. Booth. 8herldan. 
Knowles were all quoted as being 
strongly opposed to the theatre. 

The reasons why the speaker believed 
the theatre was bad were the pictures 
on the bill boards wei^e often sugges¬ 
tive of evil, becahse of the people who 
attend; because the plgys were mostly 
immoral; because of the expense; be¬ 
cause of the actors; not all were bad. 
but many were. 

The worst side of human nature was 
depicted on the stage and that was 
the side they did not wait to see. The 
rule tor Christian and non-Christian 
waa “Abstain from all appearance of 
evil." 

Mr. Crossley sang "The Pilot 8ong." 
and then spoke upon the subject of the 
cards and card playing. He first dealt 
with some blunders that were com¬ 
monly made In discussing the question. 
The first blunder was In comparing 
cards with chess, chequers and the llko. 
There was a big difference between 
games of skill and games of chance. 
Then other blunders were made In 
contrasting thing* that differ, and In 
making two rules, one for church mem¬ 
bers and one for those who were not 
members. 

Mr. Crossley closed with the ques¬ 
tion, "What then shall I do with 
J*bus?" it was a touching appeal and 
mnny responded.

Colonel F. B. Gregory Is back In town 
after an absence of several months In 
the British Isles. 

During his trip abroad Colonel Greg¬ 
ory visited the exposition In Dublin, 
which has been In progress all sum- 
»mer. The exhibit from Canada, he 
says, was the finest thefe without ex¬ 
ception, and attracted general admira¬ 
tion. As in other sections of the ex¬ 
position, books were kept for the sig¬ 
nature of visitors, and Colonel Greg¬ 
ory noticed that a great many Cana¬ 
dians had registered. Including quite a 
few from this province and some from 
Victoria. 

All through Great Britain it was 
noticeable, Colonel Gregory remarked, 
th.at they were not so badly informed 
about Canada as formerly. Canada 
was highly spoken of on all hands and 
Canadian Industries seemed to stand 
well. 

“It has struck me since returning,’* 
said the colonel, "that we ought to 
make an effort here In Victoria to* do 
something to put our street* In pre¬ 
sentable condition. 1 do not refer only 
to Government street, but to our sys¬ 
tem of streets as a whole. I saw no 
city In Canada or elsewhere during my 
visit which presented so many oppor¬ 
tunities for criticism in this respect. 
And the special advantages which Vic¬ 
toria possesses climatically for stfeet 
Improvement and * beautification only 
makes the comparison more unfavor¬ 
able, and criticism of the administra¬ 
tion of the city more Just. 

"As an Instance of what was possible 
In the way of street making and main¬ 
tenance even against adverse condi¬ 
tions, Colonel Gregory pointed to Win¬ 
nipeg. with Its nicely paved thorough¬ 
fares and sightly boulevards. 

But with all her faults, and those do 
not belong to her natural possessions, 
the colonel concludes that there is no 
place like Victoria, and says he Is

In¬ 
asmuch. as It Is nebulous In shape and 
forms a distinct elongated blur In the 
heavens. 

Observation during the past few ev¬ 
enings would suggest that It Is ap¬ 
proaching the earth and apparently Is 
moving In a northwest direction. In¬ 
vestigation shows that it will about 
reach Its nearest approach to the 
earth's surface before the end of No¬ 
vember, and from that time on will 
commence to fade until It disappears 
into the great unknown. To those who 
wish to observe the curious visitant It 
may be stated that It Is now due north 
of the well known cluster termed the 
Pleiades.

“I have been In baseball for ten 
years,” said Donovan, "and have had 
my ups and downs on the diamond, but 
the day Charley Schmidt dropped that 
third strike In the first game of the 
world’s series In Chicago was the 
toughest piece of luck I have ever en¬ 
countered In my baseball career. 

"Howard was #t bat. and I had two 
and nothing on him. O’Day had tossed 
out a new ball to me, and as I was 
rubbing It In the grass Charley walked 
out and asked me what kind of a ball 
I was going to serve Howard. I told 
him a low curve Inside. Well, that 
ball could not have been placed better 
if 1 had walked up to th« batter’s box 
afid' banded It out to the Chicago bats¬ 
man. Schmidt had set himself for the 
ball, and he was In such a position that 
the curve hit his gloved hand, but took 
a mean bound, and away It went, and 
with It our only chance of winning a 
game in the world’s seriep. 

"Charley was the most self-disgusted 
man on earth that night. He hung 
around the hotel and would not speak 
to a living soul. About that last game 
that the rain beat me. While It was 
raining I sat on the bench for twenty 
minutes without a thing on my arm. 
It was terribly cold, and I knew that 
the weather affected me. I did not 
warm up when I returned to the box, 
and consequently was Very wild. That 
settled It as far as the game was con¬ 
cerned. as the Cuba won out In that In¬ 
ning.”

The Asiatic Exclusion League held a 
business session In Labor h&jl last night, 
John Jardlne, M. P. P., in the chair.

Pilot Jones remarked to the court at 
the close of Capt. Reed’s argument that,

tion of the Tartar. 

After complimenting Cap*. Reed upon 
his handling of the Tartar’s ease, and re¬ 
marking that It was unnecessary to con¬ 
gratulate the legal gentleman .who con¬ 
ducted the Charmer’s case, Mr. Justice 
Martin announced that the court would 
take time to consider Its verdict. 


KAZEMBE MAY GO HOME. 

It has not been decided whether the 
Bucknall steamship Kazembe. which 
was launched on Sunday from the Es¬ 
quimau dry-flock after having a patch 
put over the plate which was dam¬ 
aged when the vessel struck a boulder 
In English Bay. will return to New 
Zealand with cargo or not. 

It is very -probable that the steam¬ 
ship will be chartered for the United 
Kingdom, where she can be placed In 
an English dock and permanently re¬ 
paired. ' , 


The Investigation Into the Charmer and 
Tartar collision concluded yesterday 
afternoon, when both sides submitted 
their cases before Mr. Justice Martin and 
the two assessors, Capt. D. Jones and 
Capt. Warren. E. V. Bodwell, K. C.. sub¬ 
mitted that the responsibility of the col¬ 
lision rested with Pilot Jcnes, and, techni¬ 
cally speaking, it was impossible for the 
blame to be laid on Capt. Reed. He con¬ 
tended that the evidence given by the 
Tartar's crew was too collusive to be 
genuine and savored.of recklessness. 

Capt. A. H. Rccd, commander of the 
Tar.ir, resented Mi. Bod well's contention 
and assured the court that he had en- 
doavoted in every possible way to pre¬ 
vent any collusfhn among those who 
testified on behalf of the Tartar. Capt. 
Reed put in a strong argument, and was 
congratulated by Mr. Justice Martin tot 
his clever handling of the Tartar’s case. 
For this compliment Capt. Reed expressed 
his thanks. 

Very little evidence was taken at the 
concluding session, three witnesses being 
called to testify In regard to the foulness 
of the Tartar’s hull. C. W. Sprat t, who 
was given a contract for re-patntlng the 
steamship, said that she was extraordin¬ 
arily clean for a vessel that had been in 
the water so long. In cross-examination 
witness Baid that the ship had been out 
of the walfer for a number of hours when 
he ma-Jo his Inspection of the bottom, 
but declared that the hull was lidt dry. 

Oliver Richards, foreman for th4 previ¬ 
ous witness, gave corroborative evidence. 

The chief engineer of the Tartar was 
recalled by Capt. Reed, and contradicted 
the testimony ,<ft the preceding witnesses. 
The Tartar s bottom wes very foul on 
her last trip, and that the grass was, In 
places, eighteen Inches long and could be 
seen streaming from the side of the 
steamship aa she moved through the 
water. She had been seven and a half 
months without cleaning. Witness said 
tltat he examined the ship after she was 
docked, and accounted for the statements 
made by Mr. 8prott and Mr. Richards by 
the fact that sea grass shrinks up until 
It IS almost Imperceptible after It becomes 
dry. —__-_ 

Mr. Bodwell stated the case for the 
Channel's officers. After dealing with 
some of the evidence offered, he said that 
the first question to be settled was wheth¬ 
er the Tartar was on the starboard bow 
of the Chorine* or got when her whistle 
was first heard. He argued tluat the Tar¬ 
tar was on the atarbeard bow of the 
Oharrrter and that Pilot Jones, on hearing 
the ferry steamship’s whls. le, decided that 
he Was too olose to Sturgeon Bank and 
decided to get outside of the apptoachlng 
vessel He ported his helm to cross the 
Charmer's bows and Capt. Reed cam* on 
deck aa the Tartar was swinging, which 
accounted for bis statement that he heard 
the Cbormetfa whMllr off the port bow. 
Mr. Bodwet. contended that the Tartar 
had entered the ^teg -hank at full sjfesd 
and that she had stilt way on her when 
the collision occurred.
